ments in German government and municipal 
'mds and industrial enterprises. Over this 
ormous obligation hangs a dire threat to the 
German government in the growing strength of

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imperative that every possible effort be made 
to assure success of the undertaking. 

If the experiment proposed by the Presi- 
dent will do nothing else, it will have a bene- 
ficial psychological effect. It will help to free 
the world from the fear and apprehension 
which have exerted, and continue to exert, a 
highly detrimental influence on economic 
thought and action. Evidence of this bene- 
ficial influence of the proposal is already at 
hand. Unfortunately, it has been presented 
too promptly and to an unwarranted extent 
in the reactions of stockmarket operators. It 
is doubtful that industry in the United States 
would be materially benefited in less than a 
year by approval of the President’s proposal 
by all the nations concerned. Hence, the rise 
of more than 11 percent in the average stock 
market value of typical securities in the two 
days following the announcement of the pro- 
posal indicates a responsiveness to psycholog- 
ical influences, which is not in keeping with the 
procedure generally believed to be essential to 
sound reconstruction. Such unwarranted an- 
ticipation of the possibilities of business re- 
cuperation will do far more to defeat than to 
advance the purpose of President Hoover's 
proposal. 

Fear—largely fear of the unknown, result- 
ing from lack of tangible assurances, and re- 
cently fear of the collapse of the German po- 
litical structure—has been a powerful deter- 
rant of business confidence. The President’s 
proposal should set at rest, for a year at least, 
all doubts as to the maintenance of a stable 
government in Germany. Beyond that year, 
the future of Germany is in the hands of its 
political leaders. Their loss would be too 
great for them deliberately to break faith. 
Elimination of the fears which result from 
other causes rests largely with the business 
leaders of the world. They will have hard 
work to do; but the psychological effect of the 
President’s proposal, if properly made use of, 
will materially lighten their task. Something 
must be done to restore China to its normal 
consuming capacity. This is largely a business 
problem. Something must be done to meet, 
particularly in the refunded markets of Eu- 
rope, the competition of Soviet Russia. This, 
too, is a business problem. Something must 
be done to assure the United States a profitable 
share in the supplying of the needs of world 
markets. Although this can be accomplished, 
in large measure, only by the modernization 
of political thought and policy, the necessary 
changes in this respect must be brought about 
by appropriate business influence. 

The Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter has 
sought to learn the sentiments with respect to 
President Hoover’s proposal of leaders in the 
various industries which it serves. There was, 
among these men, a general feeling that the 
psychological influence of the proposal would 
be highly beneficial through removing fear 
with respect to the future of Germany and of 
individualistic policies. The plan will restore 
confidence in all circles, it was widely opined, 
and thus restore the normal flow of money in 
business channels. European industries will 
be assisted to greater activity, in the opinion 
of many of those interviewed, and this will 
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create a larger demand for American raw ma- 
terials. There was, however, a fairly evenly 
divided opinion with respect to the tangible 
effect of the proposad plan on American in- 
dustry as a whole. Some thought that a year 
was too short a time in which to bring about 
material improvement. Others believed that, 
because of antipathetic feeling toward the 
United States in Latin America and other con- 
suming countries, the refunding of European 


industries would increase their strength in 
those markets. 


Some of the business leaders interviewed 
said that they could already notice an improve- 
ment in business, which they were inclined to 
attribute to the psychological effects of the 
President’s proposal. Others held a similar 
view with respect to a lessening of interest 
which they had noticed. It is doubtful that 
the announcement of the proposal had con- 
tributed in any way to either of the conditions 
noticed. 

The idea is something new. The world has 
been looking for something new that promised 
relief or even pointed to the possibility of re- 
lief. ‘The President’s proposal will have a 
great psychological value for a time. Its tan- 
gible results will depend on the manner in 
which this favorable opportunity is used. If 
buyers and sellers alike will but realize that 
the plan proposed by the President largely re- 
moves the illogical, mostly imaginary and fear- 
ful reason for the belief that it is necessary to 
dispose of goods without profit, business can 
reap a real benefit from it. But, it must not 
be looked upon as an opportunity to restore the 
business inflation of three years ago. 


The F.T.C. on Price-Maintenance 

No legislation permitting resale price- 
maintenance is called for at present, in the 
opinion of the Federal Trade Commission, 
expressed in a report prepared for submis- 
sion to Congress. The commission, which 
assiduously prosecutes manufacturers of 
branded products, who endeavor to have re- 
tailers maintain the price fixed by the manu- 
facturer for his products, has spent some four 
years in an intensive study of the matter of 
price-maintenance and its economic signific- 
ance. The commission has no authority, not- 
withstanding its trade practice conferences, 
to deal with matters which are merely the 
problems of individuals or trade groups. Its 
authority is limited to matters of unfair com- 
petition or restrain of trade which detrimen- 
tally affect the public interest. This fact is 
all too frequently lost sight of, and it is this 
fact—that competition and the public interest 
are equally prerequisite to action by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission—that must be re- 
garded as the controlling influence in the atti- 
tude of the commission toward price-main- 
tenance. It would appear, from the comment 
in the commission’s latest report on price- 
maintenance, that it has not been convinced 
that such a practice is in the public interest. 

This assumption is borne out by the com- 
mission’s declaration that “to protect the pub- 
lic from the consequences of such apparent 
simplification [by giving a manufacturer con- 
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trol of the price of his product after the goods 
nave passed out of his ownership] of business 
conditions for the manufacturer and his dis- 
tributors, elaborate governmental administra- 
tive machinery would need to be provided to 
pgevent numerous abuses injurious to the con- 
sumer and to the retailer from Jleveloping 
under conditions thus created.” All through 
its report, the commission correlates price- 
maintenance with governmental control. It 
cannot—at least, it does not—dissociate price- 
maintenance by contract from any other form 
of price-fixing. 

In respect of the effects of the legalization 
of price-maintenance on competition, the com- 
mission dwells at length on the difficulty oi 
determining a margin between the cost of an 
article and its fixed selling price, which would 
be fair to all retailers and at the same time 
—the item of public interest will creep in— 
“give customers the benefits of efficient mer- 
chandising.”” The commission also points to 
the competitive damage that might result to 
the manufacturer from the pushing of the 
sale of less well-known products, when tl 


selling price was no attraction, This, it is 
reasonable to believe, is one of the major rea- 
sons why the commission found the interest 
of manufacturers in the matter of price-main- 
tenance to have dwindled. In its earlier sur- 
vey, the commission had found that 69 percent 
of the 849 manufacturers replying to its ques- 
tionnaire were in favor of resale price-main- 
tenance. In its latest survey, only 29 percent 
of the 691 manufacturers replying favored the 
policy. 

The greatest significance in connection with 
the sentiment of manufacturers, as disclosed 
by the commission’s survey, lies in the fact 
that 61 percent of those replying expressed no 
preference as to legalizing resale price-main- 
tenance. It has been stated in trade 
ment on this showing, that the failure of man- 
ufacturers to express a preference resulted 
from their reluctance to comply with the coi"- 
mission's request for financial data supporting 
their position. One of the weak points alli 
through the campaign for price-maintenance 
has been the lack of factual data to support 
the opinions and theories voiced on both sides.

Potash Mined in United States 


May Meet All Domestic Needs

The first shipment of a carload of 
potash under the potash leasing act 


of October 2, 1917, or subsequent acts, 


from any government land in the 
United States was made January 10, 
1931, from government lands near 
Carlsbad, N. M., held under lease by 
the United States Potash Company. 
This initial shipment from Carlsbad 
Was of greater significance to Ameri- 


can manufacturers and users of potash 
than may generally be supposed, as 
it marked the opening of a second 
important domestic source of this in- 
dispensable aid to the American 
farmer. 

The development of large deposits 
of mineral potash in the United 
States is of great national significance; 
for, according to H. M. Hoar, of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce, about 99 percent of America’s 
potash was imported from Europe 
prior to the World War, and when 
America was cut off from that source 
of supply during the war the price 
of potash advanced from a basic price 


of approximately $50 a ton to prices 
ranging from $80 to $600. Approxi- 
mately $50,000,000 was spent by the 
people of the United States in trying 


to develop the potash resources of 
this ccuntry to supply the great need. 


As a result of this investment an an- 
nual capacity of about 125,000 tons, 
or less than one-half of our annual 


consumption, was actually developed. 
The greatest annual production during 
the war was made in 1918, when 54,803 
tons was produced. The domestic pro- 
duction dropped to only 10,171 tons in 


1921, thus indicating the great loss 
suffered by the investors in their en- 
deavor to produce potash from the 
low-grade brines and ores and other 
sources then known to exist in the 
United States. 

These facts show the need of a 


domestic supply of potash and the im- 


portance of the discovery of potash 


east of Carlsbad. Many of the in- 
dividual beds found, if discovered ten 
years earlier, would have been attrac- 
tive commercially. As it is, only the 
most favorable bed or beds will now 
be developed. 

In the search for potash before and

source supplied approximately 15 per- 
cent of the American demands. The 
operations now in progress in Cali- 
fornia and New Mexico give the 
American people two important do- 
mestic sources of potash. 

Deposits Long Sought 

The hope that an independent sup- 
ply of potash might be found in the 
Permian basin of Texas and New 
Mexico had long been held by geol- 
ogists, but the first actual evidence 
of the presence of potash there was 


announced in 1912 by J. A. Udden, of 
the University of Texas, in his article 


on the Spur well, drilled for oil in 
Dickens county. Brines from this 
well contained the equivalent of 5.4 
percent of potassium chloride. The 
first government well for potash in 
this basin was drilled near Amarillo, 


Texas, in 1915-1917. A private core 
test south of Carlsbad, N. .M., followed. 
Neither test gave encouraging re- 
sults. Since 1917, the government has 
had an observer in the Texas-New 
Mexico field looking for evidence of 
potash in cuttings from wells drilled 
for oil and gas. About 1920, the mine- 
ral, polyhalite, was identified in some 
of these cuttings in the laboratory of 
the United States Geological Survey. 
In 1922 George Steiger, of the Geologi- 
eal Survey, made the first analyses of 
polyhalite from American sources. 
Since those days the people inter- 
ested in the district have become more 
familiar with this mineral, which is so 
often identified in oil-well cuttings 
from that part of the United States. 
The expectation of finding a valuable

This formula will still be known as 
“C. D. No. 5,” the only completely de- 
natured formula, and it replaces the 
formula used since January 1 which 
called for 1 part of aldehol and 1.25 
parts of alcotate to each 100 parts of 
alcohol. Alcotate, a petroleum deriv- 
ative with a city-gas odor, displaced 


crude methanol which, up to that time 
had been the chief denaturant for com- 
pletely denatured alcohol. 

In the new formula, Bureau chemists 
explained, the chief deterrants to bev- 
erage use of the alcohol are stil! the 
aleotate and aldehol. Terpineol, a per- 


fume base of pine oil origin, has the 
property of; covering much of the ob- 
jectionable”™ odor of these materials 
while retaining them so that “the 
flavor lasts” Enough of the odor and 
taste remain to make the alcohol im- 


potable. The isopropanol (isopropyl 
alcohol) a petroleum alcohel, has much 
the same properties as ethyl alcohol, 
and while not extremely objectionable 
in taste is said to act an emetic and 
make the drinker sick 

There are two objects in the change 
of formula, bureau officials said. One 
is to reduce the odor of alcotate, which 
was objectionable to many users, and 
the other is to make it still more diffi- 


cult io “clean” the alcohol for bev- 
erage use. The reduction in the 
amounts of alderol and alcotate and 
addition of terpineol eliminate much 
of the odor but leave sufficient for 
warning and identification purposes. 
The isopropanol distills at about the 
same temperatures as alcohol, and 
the other three ingredients also 
distill in the same range, making 


it very difficult, so it is said, to elimin- 
ate all of them except by careful man- 
ipulation through a series of processes. 

The officials explained that what one 
chemist puts in another can take out, 
but that they

Waterloo Alcohol Plant 
Ordered to Be Destroyed 





The Federal government has issued 
orders that the $1,500,000 plant of the 
Waterloo Distilling Company, Water- 


loo, N. Y., shall be destroyed, and the 
site sold to the highest bidder. 


Thus comes to an end a long and 
bitter battle in which the government 


successfully prosecuted the company 
and some of its principal executives 
for diverting industrial alcohol to bev- 
erage purposes. The government went 
to the Supreme Court to uphold its 
contention of this diversion, following 
conviction in local district courts and 
is now about to raze the plant.

East Texas Crude Oil 
Hearing Set for June 29 


The Texas Railroad Commission will 
hold a public hearing June 29 to con- 
sider the so-called Cranfill plan for 
limiting East Texas crude oil produc- 
tion. Under the plan, which is being 
carried out by a group of operators, 
production is limited to 300 barrels per 
well on 20 acres. The commission has 


refused to sanction the plan until it 
has held the hearing scheduled.

Three successive advances in pig 
lead prices, Which aggregated 50 points 
in the short space of three trading days, 
effected two automatic advances in the 
cask prices for the derivative oxides 
last week. Dry red: lead, litharge and 
orange mineral were the oxides af- 
fected, the first advance occurring on 
Monday and the second on Wednesday.

Seeding of 
flax has been done in the northwest as 
late as July 4th but as a rule yields 
from late sown fields prove unsatisfac- 
tory uniess weather conditions are almost 


perfect through the summer. The north- 
west quarter of North Dakota and a 
large part of eastern Montana are in 


very bad shape. Crops sown earlier died 
out for lack of moisture and farmers are 
in too poor financial condition to make 
fresn efforts 

Trade in futures is very light and fea- 
tureless at the moment. There is scat- 
tered country selling and scattered spec- 
ulative buying or short covering. Crush- 


ers come into the market spasmodically 
and take offerings, though most of the 
time they refuse to follow upward swings 
very far. When oil sales exceed cash 
receipts there is some buying in the pit.

Phenolic Resin Import 


Procedure Is Outlined 


WASHINGTON, June 25, 1931. 
An interpretation of the President’s 
proclamation. of last October excluding 


from import certain articles of syn- 
thetic phenolic resin of form C, found 
by the Tariff Commission to be im- 
ported in unfair competition with the 
Bakelite Corporation, has been issued 
by the Bureau of Customs for the 
guidance of collectors. 

Collectors are instructed not to ex- 


clude this material when not made into 


multicolored articles, but to exclude 
articles composed of different colored 
sections -united by a bonding agent 
comprising a phenolic condensation 
product. Articles made by molding 
synthetic phenolic resin when mixed 


with other materials may be imported 
without distinguishing marks. 

All other articles made wholly or in 
part of this material may not be im- 
ported unless marked to show clearly 
that they are not the product of the 
Bakelite Corporation. The name of 
the company and the country of man- 


ufacture are considered sufficient for 
this, unless the name of the foreign 
company is similar to that of the 
takelite Corporation, when further 


distinguishing marks must be added to 
prevent confusion.

Petroleum Solvents, 
Lubricants, Fuels 


Refined Oils Show Somewhat Firmer Tone--V.M.&P. 
Naphtha Shaded at Midcontinent Refineries--Other 
Industrial Solvents Steady--Bulk Gasoline Lower Here 


Spurred by advances in the prices 
for refinable grades of crude oil in 
California, the position of the general 
line of petroleum refinery products 
took on a brighter aspect at the com- 
mencement of last week and while a 
later adjustment of crude prices in 
Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas by a 
leading purchaser, which posted vari- 
ous fields there on a flat basis in- 
stead of a gravity scale as formerly, 
had a leveling effect, the general tone 
of things was still somewhat more en- 
couraging than before. The group of 
petroleum solvents, diluents and naph- 
thas for trade and industrial use were 
not much influenced by apparent set- 
tling condition of the general mar- 
ket. In fact, such movements that 
occurred in these oils were toward the 
weaker side. The week marked the 
appearance of shaded price quotations 
for v.m.&p. naphtha at Midcontinent 
refineries and also continued the shad- 
ing of quotations for Stoddard solvent 
at that point. 

East Coast refiners of solvents could 
not point to much activity in their 
market last week. The Group 3 sell- 
ers also reported a sluggish movement 
and at Chicago refineries the activity 
was described as having been for small 
lots, ‘but aggregating to fair volume. 

Liquefied petroleum gases were in a 
steady position. Leading sellers of 
butane reported that some of the 
smaller producers were “sniping” at 
business with slightly shaded prices 
but that the larger makers were ad- 
hering to the schedule. Propane was 
one of the leaders of this group with 
an excellent sale of cylinders through 
the retail market Rubber manufac- 
turers, chemical processors and the 
pharmaceutical trade continued to 
evidence a food interest in hexane 
and petroleum ether. 

Fuels were featured with a decline 
in quotations for U. S. Motor gasoline 
at East Coast refineries. Kerosene 
was also lowered at the local re- 
fineries and the downward movement 
in gasoline was a direct reflection of 
the softness that had spotted the mar- 
ket here for the past few weeks. How- 
ever, the Group 3 market showed a 
converse position and attempts were 
made at the beginning of the week to 
advance gasoline quotations. 

The daily average production of 
crude oil in the United States during 
the week ended June 20 was 2,482,350 
barrels, an increase of 19,250 barrels 
over the preceding week’s average of 
2,463,100 barrels. This compared with 
an average of 2,598,850 barrels during 
the corresponding period of last year, 
according to the estimates of the 
American Petroleum Institute. Runs 
of foreign and domestic crude through 
stills during the week ended June 206 
totaled 17,039,000 barrels or a daily 
average of 2,434,100 barrels for 66.8 
percent of refinery operation, compared 
with an aggregate of 17,232,000 bar-

Pan American Petroleum 
Selis Iraq Oil Interest 


The Pan American Petroleum & 
Transport Company has’ withdrawn 


from the American oil company group 
participating in the international de- 
velopment of the Iraq oil fields, hav- 
ing sold to the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey its 16 2/3 percent inter- 
est in the Near East Development Cor- 
poration, a holding company composed 
of American oil companies, which has 
a 23% percent interest in the interna- 
tionally controlled Iraq Petroleum 
Company, Ltd. Through its purchase 
of the Pan American Petroleum shares, 
the Standard Oi] Company of New Jer- 
sey now has a 41 2/3 percent interest 
in the Near East company, while the 
Standard Oil Company of New York 
has 25 percent and the Gulf Oil and 


Texas Corporations have 16 2/3 per- 
cent each. 

The French Foreign Office stated 
June 11 that a dispute between the 
French and British governments as to 
the course of the pipeline from the 
iraq oil fields had been settled. The 
chief line will run from Mosul to 
Tripoli, Syria, with a branch line to 
Hadita and Haifa, Palestine, repre- 


senting a compromise between the two 
governments. The line will be 
pleted in 1935. 

The Iraq Petroleum Company placed 
orders June 22 for $13,000,000 worth of 
materials to build the pipeline, accord- 
ing to Paris advices.

BALTIMORE, June 23.—The last 
brought no important change into the

Insecticides 


The market for the various insecti- 
cides showed a slight improvement 
from the standpoint of volume again 


last week. The active call experienced 


for both bordeaux mixture and cal- 
cium arsenate was again the out- 
standing feature. However, the mar- 


ket as a whole presented an unchanged 
price position. The better tone in the 
basic metal market was the primary 
reason for the improved undercurrent 
in evidence in the dealings in lead 
arsenate. Small-lot quantities consti- 
tuted the major portion of the demand 
for nicotine sulphate with better buy- 
ing for export account in evidence. A 
slight broadening was shown in the 
request for soda arsenite. 

Bordeaux Mixture.—Further broad- 
ening in the shipments to the makers 
of the disinfectants was noted here 
last week. A decidedly firm tone gov- 
erned the trading and prices were 
without change. 

Calcium Arsenate.—Improved de- 
mand for the finished products of the 
disinfectants manufacturers in the 
agricultural areas served to bring 
about a more voluminous trading week 
here. Quotations were in conformity 
with the schedule in force previously. 

Lead Arsenate.—With the basic 
metal market showing a slightly im- 
proved tone, the market here moved 
through a comparatively quiet week 
with a better tone in evidence. Prices 
were without alteration.

Sylvite Discovered 


Rumors of this discovery 
the writer late in August, and samples 
of the cuttings were obtained and an 
examination was made by R. K. Bailey, 
if the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, who reported in November, 1925, 
the discovery in them of a_ small 
amount of sylvite from a depth be- 
tween 1,302 and 1,310 feet. The per- 
mittee states that sylvite was also 
reported by W. D. Turner, then of the 
Missouri School of Mines, Rolla, Mo., 
in a private report on a cut from the 
same samples as those furnished to the 
CGieological Survey. These independent 
reports revealed the first sylvite ever 
identified from this great Permian salt 
basin. The analysis made in Washing- 
ton of the cuttings from the sylvite 
horizon showed only 3.09 percent ol 
K-O, but cuttings from the polyhalite 
horizon at 1,745 feet yielded 9.40 per- 
cent. The low percentage of potash 
in the sylvite bed later proved to be 
due to its being more readily soluble 
and thus more completely dissolved in 
the drilling solution. 

Stimulaed by this discovery and bys 
the earlier activities mentioned, the 
Snowden-McSweeney interests under- 
took a test, because sylvite if 
present in sufficient quantity afforded 
greater possibilities of successful com- 
mercial exploitation than polyhalite, a 
mineral of much lower grade. This 
test. the first of a series of twenty 
irilled on government and State lands, 
was started in April, 1926, and the re- 
sults were published by the Geological 
Survey as a press release December 5, 
1926. The complete record of all the 
other nineteen will no doubt be 
available to the public at a later date.

Production 
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Narcotics Control Plan 
Near Adoption at Geneva 


WASHINGTON, June 2 1931. 


Adoption of most of the essential 
features of the American plan of nar- 
cotics control seems probable, accord- 
ing to reports reaching Washington 
from the International Conference on 
the Limitation of the Manufacture of 
Narcotics now in session in Geneva. 
Actually the text of the so-called “ro- 
tating stock plan” offered by the 
United States delegation was with- 
drawn by John K. Caldwell, chair- 
man of the delegation, when an ad- 
verse volte was predicted, but Mr. 
Caldwell explained that he wished to 
clarify the wording and modify some 
minor provisions and would submit it 
again later. In the meantime the con- 
ference has adopted, as a basis for 
discussion, the Franco-Japanese plan 
Which, as far as it goes, is modeled 
after the American proposal and afte. 
the control plan now used in the 
United States. 









On June 19 the limitation committer 
adopted the Japanese-French proposal 
as u basis of discussion by a vote of 
14 to 2, with 6 abstentions, the nega- 
tive votes being by the delegates from 
Great Britain and the Soviet Union 
The latter explained his vote on the 
ground that nothing short of limits- 
tion of production of raw material 
would effect limitation of manufacture 
The full conference then confirmed 
this by a vote of 27 to 3, with 6 ab- 
stentions, the negative votes being 
Great Britain, Soviet Union, and Den- 
mark. 

This plan which is now the basis fo: 
discussion in the conference would 
permit each country to manufacture 
narcotics suffiicient to meet the medi- 
cal needs of that country for the cur- 
rent year as determined by the gov- 
ernment in that country, plus sufficient 
drugs for conversion into exempt prep 
arations for use in that country, plus 
drugs for export up to the limit ol 
legitimate orders received when ac- 
companied by import and export per- 
mits of the countries concerned, with 
the provision that stocks for export 
may be accumulated in advance of or- 
ders to a certain percentage, as yet 
undetermined, of the exports of the 
preceding year. 

This is the plan as offered by the 
Japanese delegates. The French plan 
differs in that it would have a central 
narcotics office in Geneva control all 
stocks and deliveries of factories in 
all countries. The Japanese, however, 
would not agree to this and insisted 
that each nation contro! the stocks of 
its manufacturers and wholesalers 
and regulate its own domestic sales 
and exports through permits, with 
only statistics going to the central 
office. This is primarily the American 
plan, except that the “rotating stock 
plan” also called for a limitation, by 
each nation, of the quantities of raw 
materials entering each factory. The 
American delegation probably wil! 
make another attempt to have this 
principal adopted when the time comes. 

Sir Malcolm Delevingne, the British 
delegate, severly criticized the Ameri- 
can plan and its sponsors, and also op- 
posed the Franco-Japanese proposal. 
He favored the “cartel” system, where- 
by manufacturing countries would di-

plan opposed by American manufac-

Savory.—Inquiries were fairly nu- 
merous, but the quantities required by 
most buyers kept business down to 
jobbing size. Quotations were about 
steady, reflecting a similar situation 
in the replacement market.

Prices were 
not changed.

Kola Nuts.—Prices remained easy 
and low at 7c. to 7%c. per pound. De- 
mand was somewhat more active 
owing to seasonable expansion in man- 
ufacturing requirements. 

Lycopodium.—The spot was a buy- 
ers’ market in all respects. Holders 
were willing to entertain bids, but 
found few opportunities to do so last 
week; buyers were almost entirely 
aloof from an easy market quoted at 
32c. to 34c. per pound. 

Papain.—Quotations were lowest at 
$2.40 per pound, but a very fair-sized 
movement of the material tended to 
make the price somewhat firmer in 
most directions. 

Senna Pods.—Quotations were lower 
at 18c. to 19¢c. per pound. Reports from 
Londen made the market easier and 
lowe: there. Leaves were in slow re- 
quest, but the local quotations seemed 
to be about steady.

Star held un- 
changed, Demand was almost nil. 

Caraway.—New crop prices in Hol- 
land tended downward. On spot, they 
were easier but without change for 
prompt deliveries. Demand was for 
small quantities in most instances. 

Cardamom.—Import cost was re- 
ported well maintained on the basis of 
the recent advances. Spot quotations 
were firmer and decorticated material 
was especially so. Demand was some- 
what larger on spot than it had been 
recently. 

Cumin.—Morocco seed was said to 
have improved slightly and prices were 
firmer in most quarters. Demand still 
lacked important proportions, most 
buyers trading in conservative quan- 
tities. 

Flea (Psyllium).—Prices for new 
crop continued to decline in France, 
but it was reported that the French 
shippers were showing a disinclination 
to extend the drop much if any fur- 
ther. Buyers show a disposition to 
remain aloof, aiming to assist in the 
development of more reasonable rates. 

Mustard.—New crop prices for Dutch 
yellow mustard were reported to have 
eased considerably.

Cal- 
ifornia brown remained firm to strong 
in view of the expected sharp reduc- 
tion in total production this year be- 
cause of the drought. 

Poppy.—Conditions abroad are sug- 
gestive of lower prices for new crop 
Dutch seed. Also, the pressure of Rus- 
sian seed on the Holland market tend- 
ed to weaken the entire situation. On 
spot, buyers were aloof, awaiting more 
favorable quotations.

The Federal Trade Commission has 
issued a complaint against Fred F. 
Smith, Toledo, Ohio, trading as “The 
Newton Remedy Company,” “The 
Newton Horse Remedy Company” and 
“The Newton Horse Medicine Com- 
pany,” manufacturer of medicines for 
animals. The complaint charges un- 
truthful advertising. 

The preparation which the commis- 
sion has attacked, is marketed under 
the names “Newton's Veterinary Com- 
pound,” “Newton’s Heave, Cough, Dis- 
temper, and Indigestion Compound,” 
and “Newton’s’ Compound,” and is al- 
leged to be advertised as a remedy for 
lung and intestinal ailments of horses, 
cattle, and hogs. The commission be- 
lieves that the product cannot properly 
be designated as a treatment for the 
diseases named in the advertising.

The Standard 
of Kentucky operates in several south- 
ern states, including Florida, Georgia, 
Alabama and Mississippi, and has done 
so since the division of Standard Oil 
interests twenty years ago, which re- 
sulted in formation of the Standard of 
Kentucky, which has built up a good 
business. 


Sherwood-Shell Suit 
Settled Out of Court 


injunction suit filed by Sher- 
Brothers, Inc., against Eastern 
Shell Petroleum Products, Ine., in 
Which the latter corporation was 
charged with unfair business tactics, 
has been settled out of court. Attor- 
neys for the two companies notified 
clerks in circuit court No. 2 yesterday 
that the case had been “agreed and 
settled.” The Shell company was or- 
dered to pay the costs of the proceed- 
ing. The terms of settlement were not 
made public, the attorneys for each of 
the concerns declining to discuss the 
case or the outcome, 

In the action, which was instituted 
March 6, Sherwood Brothers charged 
the Shell company with inducing deal- 
ers to break Sherwood contracts and 
with aiding and abetting those who had 
repeatedly violated the terms of their 
contracts.

Argentine Oil Duties 


Changes in the Argentine 
duties schedule, pronounced June 12, 
reduce the duty on crude petroleum 
for refining to 0.0088 gold peso per kilo, 
from 0.01 gold peso plus a surtax of 2 
percent of an official valuation of 
0.064 peso per kilo. The duty on fuel 
oil has been reduced to 5 percent of 
an official valuation of 8 gold pesos 
per metric ton. The duty on diesel oil 
has been reduced to 5 percent of an 
official valuation of 16 gold pesos per 
metric ton. The duty on gas oil has 
been increased to 10 percent plus a 
surtax of 2 percent of an official val- 
uation of 24 gold pesos per metric ton. 


German Gasoline Duty Up 


Germany has increased the import 
duty on gasoline from 10 reichsmarks 
to 17 reichsmarks per 100 kilos by an 
emergency decree issued June 5. The 
higher duty was made retroactively ef- 
fective from May 29, according to in- 
formation received by the Department 
of Commerce from the acting commer- 
cial attache at Berlin.

Ginger.—Competition was quite se- 
vere in all cases and the market was 
easy on the basis of $4.15 to $4.35 per 
pound, Production costs have been 
rarely lower.
